fCNIGHTS AND UNIONISTS AGAIN 
WAIIRINQ AT CHICAGO. 



A Label Cnuead All the Troable— Ciatit 

Hour Aflvurates Claim ■* Vu-tiu-;.— (Irrat 
Htrll<.< at a Montreal Foundry— Iu 8t. 
L.nuia.-(M lirr Labor Notes. 

CaiOAOo, Jan. 19.— It to said that the war 
between tbo Knigbta of Labor and the Cigar- 
makers' union, which waa one of tho main 

causes of the Columbus conference, threaietis 
to break cut at thin point, owinc lo a detcr- 
minatioii of a number of the leading radicaki 
among the knights to force tbe fl^htiog. Ir. 
was only with greatdltBenlty that tbe tronole 
was pravented from arising bofnro, and being 
a cnnne of disruption in tho latior element. 
The preHont movement la caua«id|by thO knighU 
demandKig the lat>el of tho ordOT iastsad of 
tho regular union label 

As the kuigbts' scale of prices is considera- 
bly loner thau that of the union, this lueana 
a heavy reduction in the wages of cigar- 
makers, and tbey are protesting vehemently 
against Uie iotroduotioii of tba knighta' label 
into the Ckiicago trade. It do«>s not seem, 
however^ that the trouble can lie much 
longer avert«<i, aa the knigbte who are leail- 
ing tbe movement are determined to intro- 
duce their iabei regardless of the union. Tbe
